On its face, official policy to- 
ward the French arms trade seems 
to amount to laissez-faire. The Qual 
d'Orsay says France. never pushes, 
nor Hes political strings to a given 
deal (although reserving the right 
to embargo sales to countries such 
as Israel, which in General de 


‘ Gaulle’s view, behaved aggressively 


by resisting Arab attacks). 

Yet just this year, French In- 
dustry has received a generous gov- 
ernment subsidy for market re- 
search in the field of arms sales. 
To hold down complaints from pur-~ 
chasers, moreover, the Defence Min- 
istry guarantees deliveries and 
technical assistance for foreign buy- 
ers of any weapons or material or 
models already in the hands of the 
French armed forces. 

Export contracts on such items, 
likewise receive certain subsidies — 
a device which not only sweeteng 
the contract in question but also enco- 
urages increaséd production by in- 
dustry of standard weapons and 


equipment, 

France helps its arms salesmen 
by fostering barter deals when the 
industry wants to break into a giv- 
eu market thet the government con- 
siderg politically attractive. Not 
long ago, for example, France fi- 
manced a trade which permitted 
to exchange raisins and 
currants for missile gunboats. 

Possibly the most controversial 
— though certainly the most lucra- 
tive — of all of France's recent 
arms exports has been the sale early 
last year of 110 Mirage fighters 
to the radical-Arab regime of Co- 
lonel Muammar al-Gaddafi in Libya.

MOSCOW (UPI). — About 2,500 
Jews from all over the European 
Soviet Unton gathered in Kiev last 
Wednesday and peacefully observed 
the 30th anniversary of the Babi 
Yar massacre, Jewish sources said 
on Friday. 

Nazi soldiers herded the Jewish 
Populace of the Ukrainian capital 
into Babi Yar ravine on September 
29-30, 1841, and turned firing squads 
upon the captives. Historians dis- 
agree as to the death toll, with 
figures ranging from 30,000 to 


100,000. 
The sources said Jews from 
Moscow, Leningrad, Sverdlovsk, - 


Odessa, Vilna and Riga and various 
towns in Soviet Georgia jolned Jews 
from the Ukraine in gathering at 
the small white stone marker that 
commemorates the massacre. They 
said one group from Kharkhov had 
been ordered off their train by 
Police and sent home, but added 
that this was the only interference 
from the police, 

The visiting Jews waited through 
an official ceremony conducted by 
the Klev City Government and at- 
tended by about 500 non-Jewish 
citizens, the sources said. 

When the official ceremony was 
completed and its attendance had 
dispersed, the Jews placed about 40 
wreaths and countless notes of re- 
Mmembrance around the chest-high 
Babi Yar marker. The notes bore 
Such inscriptions as “We will never 
forget, we will never excuse” and 
“To the children who were not 
allowed to grow up.” 

‘The sources said the official Soviet 
ceremony commemorated “Soviet 
citizens who died in the war against 
Fascism” but never mentioned that 
the Babi Yar victims had been Jews. 

(In Friday’s early edition, it was 
Yeported that President Shazar 
received a cable from 83 Soviet 
Jews at the close of the Yom Kip- 
Pur fast, following the Babi Yar 
Memorial. “It will never happen 
again,” the cable declared.)

Sde Boker Midrasha

TELAVIV. — The Government is 
taking over financial responsibility 
tor the Negev College-Midrasha at 
Sde Boker which David Ben-Gurion 
founded in 1963. 

Yosef Yaacobson and Eibanan 
Ishal of the Negev Foundation, the 
formal owners of the Midrasha, 
have announced that the Government 
has decided in principle to provide 
for the Midrasha’s maintenance. 
The Peled Committee, led by Edu- 
cation Ministry Director-General 
Elad Peled, was commissioned to 
produce detailed recommendations, 
hes yet to publish its formal report, 
but it has recommended that the 
government take over the Midrasha. 
It has also recommended that the 
government cover the college's ope-

Messrs. Yaacobson and Ishai re- 
vealed this move when i 
on details of the nation-wide cele- 
brations of Ben-Gurlon's 85th birth- 
day starting on October 6 with the 
official visit of President Shazar, 
Premier Meir and the Cabinet to 
Mr. Ben-Gurion at Kibbutz Sde 
Boker.

Financing Israel 
exports on 
‘floating’ base

guce the Israel pound is linked 


to the U.S. dollar, but the dollar 
is floating, a quite fantastic situa~ 
tion has developed in the special 
fund for the financing of export 
consiguments. ag 

The loans from this fund are 
granted in the foreign currency of 
the export entry (ie. in the cur- 
reney in which the exporter will 
eventually be paid), but the pay- 
ment is made in Israe] pounds. The 
nominal rate of interest is six per 
cent per annum. The actual rate of 
interest paid by the exporter may 
range from nothing or less than no- 
thing to as much as annual 100 per 
cent. 

The way to use the fund, under 
present rules, is to take loans only 
if one is exporting to countries 
with weak currencies likely to be 
devalued or to decline as against 
the dollar. In such cases, one may 
actually repay fewer Israel pounds 
after allowing for ‘the nominal in- 
terest. One is driven to the -conclu- 
sion that these are the countries 
to which the Government is inte- 
rested in encouraging exports. For 
anyone foolish enough to take a 
loan from the fund to finance ex- 
ports to states with hard curren- 
cies floating upwards relatively to 
the dollar (e.g. West Germany, Bri- 
tain, Holland, Switzerland, most 
other countries of Western Hurope 
and, of course, Japan) may find 
himself paying interest at quite as- 
tronomical rates. For instance, if 
someone took a loan to finance a 
consignment to Germany valued at 
say DM 10,000 for a period of one 
month, and during this month the 
value of the Deutschmark in terms 
of dolHars rose by eight per cent, he 
will have to repay the bank an 
amount 8% per cent larger than 
that borrowed. This means i 
interest at the rate of 102 per cent 
per annum! 

Obviously, it is much more rea- 
sonable to finance such’ consign- 
ments from an ordinary bank over- 
draft at 15 per cent or even 17 per 
cent per annum. 

Unless the Government alters the 
present rules, which forbid the link- 
ing of the loan from the fund to 
any currency other than that in 
which the exporter will be paid, 
exporters to hard currency coun- 
tries will cease to use the fund 
altogether. 

‘The reasonable solution is to grant 
all loans from the fund in pounds 
linked to the dollar or in dollars. 
This would mean that everyone will 
really be paying interest at six per 
cent per annum, instead of bring 
paid by the Government if the cur- 
rency of the state he is 
to drops in value as against the 
dollar, or paying interest at usurious 
rates if his clients are in Western

ΗῈ ten-year forecast of Israel's 
economic progress published by 
the Economic Planning Authority 
a few weeks ago, has gone almost 
unnoticed. Israelis are fed up with 
futurology that involves no prac- 
tical consequences or is shelved if 
it does. 

What happened to the “Plan for 
Future” — stretching up to 1973 
— presented to the 1968 Jerusalem 
Economie Conference by Dr. Y. Ar- 
non, with a preface by the late 
Prime Minister? The new forecast 


‘does not even mention #. Dr. Ar- 


non envisaged inter alia a decline 
of our foreign trade ern and ἃ 
budgetary surplus by 1 

Small wonder that the “Planning 
Authority” is now content with pre- 
senting its findings in a more mo- 
dest way, without claiming that its 
extrapolations are targets which we 
shall — or even sbould — attain. 

What it does claim — and is 
doubtless right in doing so — is 
that the Administration (and — one 
should ada — the public generally) 
ought to bear in mind the long- 
term implications of our current ac- 
tions, which we can estimate, or 
at least guess. The forecast it pre- 
sents is therefore no more than an 
alternative hinging upon many pre- 
conditions, all of which may more 
or less change in course of time, 
and indeed some of which we should 
endeavour to change. Strictly 
speaking, the authors do not even 
suggest that their forecast will be| 
realized. Moreover, they present 
three different forecasts, each of 
them based on a different set of 
presumptions. 

The basic difference between the 
three forecasts refers to our de- 
fence situation. Significantly, the 
Planning Authority does not envi- 
Sage any prospect for a return to 
peaceful conditions even at the end 
of the current decade. Its most 
cheerful hope is that defence spend- 
ing may decline gradually and will 
account for the same percentage 
of the GNP as before the Six Day 
War, i.e. about 10 per cent, as com- 
pared with the current 25. It con- 
siders also the possibility of fur- 
ther increase of defence spending 
to 80 per cent of the GNP, though 
most attention is devoted to a me- 
dium — 20 per cent defence ef- 
fort — prospect, 

Grim outlook 


Such an outlook must be consi- 
dered grim, and it is of great in- 
terest to see how the Planning 
Authority expects us to face it. 
Does it expect great changes and 
new policies to be necessary in the 
foreseeable future? The pleasant 
surprise is that nothing like this is 
presumed to be required. The fore- 
casts take it for granted that we 
shall be able to carry on — more 
or jess — as hitherto, that we shall 
just grow, like Topsy, with 3 mi-| 
nimum of change taking place dur- 
Ing the period considered. 

Not only will the tight defence 
situation continue — without any 
major conflagration. So also will 
the status and the state of the ad- 
ministered territories. Even the num- 
ber of workers from across the 
green line employed in Israel proper 
will remain not substantially bigger 
than today. Import, export, invest- 
ments, private and public consump- 
tion, saving habits, employment, pro- 
ductivity, all will proceed to stay 
or to grow, more or less as in 
the past. As a matter of course, 
we shall go on receiving foreign aid, 
or borrowing abroad, all sums re- 
guired to meet our needs. 

‘Nevertheless, the impact of the 
defence effort will be different. But 
the rather astonishing consequence 
of this working paper is that the 
difference will be confined — by 
and large — to the size of our 
public debt and our indebtedness 
abroad. Which is tantamount to 
expecting that Israel's economic 
activity and social life will proceed 
— by and large — almost unaffected 
by the defence burden. 

In the worst case of war-pre- 
paredness rising still further during 
the ‘seventies, the forecast calcu- 
lates that our foreign debt will 
amount ‘to over $12,000m. at the end 
of 1980, Le. to four times as much 
per capita as at present, which is! 
already a world record. Even in 
the best of circumstances the for- 
elgn debt is expected to top $37,000m. 
at that time. 

But in either case the GNP is 
expected to grow by an average 
of 7.5 per cent annually. Civil con- 
sumption (private and public com- 
bined) is presumed to be almost 
identical. Exports are expected to 
grow by an annual 12 per cent in 
the worst case, and by 13 per cent 
in the most peacelike conditions. 
Private consumption per capita is 
to advance by 4 per cent a year, 
if the war threat recedes, but it is 
expected to advance by 2 per cent 
a year even in the gerimmest cir- 
cumstances. Incidentally the diffe- 
rence between the extreme alter- 
natives is expected to be more pro- 
nounced as regards the investment 
volume than as regards the volume 
of residential construction 
though even as regards investments 
the eventual difference is estimated 
to be less than one-fifth, 

Contrary to widespread rumours 
concerning imposition of more taxes 


the forecast takes into account at 
most IL300m. additional tax revenue 
(net) a year, and less than that if 
our defence Spending should decline. 
Tt is, of course, just possible that 
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Planning of co 


these computations should be read 
with a pinch of satt, that the Pian- 
ning Authority's intention was to 
demonstrate what will be the re- 
sults of proceeding further aloag 
the old track. However, that smacks 
of misinterpretation. Tte two per cent 
annual rise in private consumption 
per capita has been repeatedly quai- 
ed by official spokesmen as @ πιΐ- 
nimum which should be guaranteed 
in any case — 1,6. irrespective of 
our ability to afford it — even 
though opinions differ whether con- 
sumption should be rising at 2 more 
rapid rate (ag it has to date). 8i- 
milarly, massive expansion of resi- 
dential construction is on the ages- 
da irrespective of current inflation 
and shortage of foreign currency. 
Jt stands to reason, therefore, that 
the forecast reflects rather faith- 
fully the official approach of gra- 
dualism and muddling through 
which is considered sound realism. 


Implications of policy 

It is, however, just for that rea~ 
gon that the forecast must be care- 
fully read as a warning concerning 
the implications of our current po- 
licies (some of which are spelled 
out in the document). Can we reality 
expect our forelgn debt to grow to 
about 80 per cent of our GNP fa 
the medium case)? And at the same 
time to maintain a foreign cur- 
ΤΌΠΟΥ reserve of no more than two 
months of import requirements? 
‘Will we be able to handle the prob- 
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soaring internal public debt 
ea the resulting excess liqui- 
dity — without resorting to firmer 
fiscal measures than envisaged in 
the forecast? Shall we still be re- 
ceiviig an annual $500m. of aid plus 
about an equal amount in loans by 
the end of the ‘seventies? These are 
but a few of ἐπεὶ guration? which 
cannot be overlooke 
Moreover, the Planning Autho- 
rity’s estimates reveal how much 
‘can be done in order to change this 
dangerous trend of affairs by a less 
liberal economic policy, by putting 
less stress on consumption and 
welfare, and more stress on preduc- 
tivity and saving. Even in the worst 
security circumstances almost one- 
third of the envisaged borrowing 
abroad is presumed to be necessary 
for financing the rise expected to 
take place im local civil consump” 
tion. In the best of the envisaged 
alternatives we could start redu- 
cing our foreign indebtedness, instead 
of increasing it, by restraining the 
rise in living standards. Also, the 
resources released from the defence 
effort could be used for more pro- 
ductive investment, in particular 
for expanding exports’ at a more 
rapid pace. 
Lastly, the growth rate of our 
GNP, which the forecast presumes 
to be constant, depends in fact on

"The High Court of Justice made 


absoluie an order nisi calling on § 


the Commissioner of Prisons to show 
cause why he should not refrain 
from adding ao extra 30 days’ im- 
prisonment to the sentence of 21 
months imposed on the petitioner 
for a criminal offence. 


Three civil imprisonment orders 
for non-payment of judgment debts 
were issued against the petitioner 
while he was already serving a sen- 
tence of 21 months for a criminal 
offence. 


The first order was for a period of 
two days, while the second and 
third were for periods of 21 days 
and 7 days respectively, making a 
total of 30 days. 


Under section 13 of the Penal Code 
Revision (Modes of Punishment) Law 
1970, a person against whom a civil 
imprisonment order is issued while 
he is already serving a prison sen- 
tence for ἃ criminal offence must 
serve the period of civil imprison- 
ment in addition to his other sen- 
tence, and prior to it. 


The petitioner, however, ,etition- 
éd the High Court of Justice against 
the extension of his prison sentence 
by the 30 days’ civil imprisonment 
and was granted an order nisi. 


Section 70 of the Execution Law, 
1967, provides that: 


“(a) Where the Chief Execution 
Officer has ascertained that the 
judgment debtor has not paid the 
judgment debt at the time prescrib- 
ed... and that there is no other way 
of compelling the judgment debtor 
to comply with the judgment, he 
may issue an order of imprisonment 

t him for a period not ex- 
ceeding twenty-one days. 

(Ὁ) A judgment debtor imprisoned 
under this section shall, within three 
days from the date of his imprison- 
ment, be brought before the Chief 
Execution Officer, who may cancel 
the order of imprisonment or reduce 
the period of lmprisonment on such 
conditions as he may think fit.” 


On the return day the petitioner 
appeared on his own behalf and 
Mr. Y. Barsela, Assistant State At- 
torney, appeared for the respondent. 
Decision 

Justice Kister, who delivered the 
decision of the High Court, noted 
that the judicial purpose behind sec- 
tion 13(b) of the Penal Code Revi- 
sion (Modes of Punishment) Law is 
that a person who is serving 2 pri- 
son sentence for a criminal offence 
should not be exempted from the 
Sanctions imposed for non- 
compliance with a civil judgment, 
and that it should be brought home 
to him that he must immediately 
comply with a court order and not 
postpone compliance therewith until 
such time as he should have been 
released from _his criminal impri- 
sonment. 


However, continued Justice Kis- 
ter, it can be adduced from a study 
of those sections of the Execution 
Of civil impelsanmaut, thet’ the ἴδ: 

im it, that the 16- 
gislature wes not too happy about 
it and wished in consequence, to 


.impose εἰν imprisonment only on 
those who 


deliberately ‘shirked pay- 
ment of their debts. "it is obvious, 
moreover, that the legislature did 
not mean to have a person impri- 
soned for non-payment of a debt 
if he did not have the means to 
pay it. 

In order to discover whether a 
judgment debtor has the means to 
pay his debt or not, continued Jus- 
ticeKister, the Execution Law lays 
down provisions for investigating 
his financial position, after ray 
the Chief Execution Officer 
order that the judgment debt t be 
paid at such time or in such in- 
stalments as he may prescribe. It 
is non-compliance with this decision 
of the Chief Execution Officer 
which exposes the judgment debtor 
to the sanction of civil imprison- 
ment; but in the case of mainten- 
ance for a spouse or child, a civil 
imprisonment order may be issued

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Civil imprisonment procedure must be meticulously observed 


by the Chief Execution Officer 
without resort to an investigation as 
to means, probably on the presump- 
tion that in any cease the mainten- 
ance was fixed according to the deb- 
tor’s means. 

Once a judgmenrit debtor has been 
imprisoned, continued Justice Kister, 
then he must, according to section 
70(6), within three days of his im- 
prisonment, be brought before the 
Chief Execution Officer (whether he, 
himself bas asked to be done so 
or not) in order to enable the latter 
elther to cancel the imprisonment 
order or reduce the period of im- 
prisonment if he deems fit. How- 
ever, he noted, it would appear that 
in the present case, and apparently 
In other similar cases too, the pri- 
son authorities failed to comply 
with this provision, possibly because 
it was not brought to their atten- 
tion. But whatever the reason for 
the prison authorities’ omission, it 
15 not lawful for a person to be 
imprisoned for debt beyond 3 days 
without being given the opportunity 
of appearing before the Chief Ex- 
ecution Officer and pleading his 
case. Nor is it lawful for section 
13{b) of the Modes of Punishment 
Law to be applied to the period 
beyond the first three days after 
the civil imprisonment order has 
been issued unless the prisoner has

No change noted 
in smoking habits 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Israelis generally accept 
the fact that smoking is harmful to 
health, there has been no significant 
change in the number of persons 
who stop smoking. 

Approximately 40 per cent of Is- 
rael's adult population smokes, and 
56 per cent of them want to quit the 
habit. They want to stop for a 
variety of reasons, the chief being 
that of health. 

This is the gist of a series of 
findings in the continuing survey of 

habits being car- 
ried out by the Hebrew University’s 
Communication Institute and the Is- 
rael Institute of Applied Social 
Research, under the auspices of the 
Ministry of Health. The study, based 


June and July 1970, and the aim 
of the present survey was to learn 
what changes, if any, had occurred 
in the thinking of Israelis on the 

subject of smoking. 
The latest survey 
changes in the type of smokers, the 
reasons they smoke, their interest in 
smoking, or the socio- 
Jogical factors that lead them 

to try to quit smoking.

“On the first day (of Succot) you 
shall take the fruit of citrus trees, 
paim fronds, and leafy branches, 
and‘ willows from the riverside, 
and you shall rejoice before the 
Lord your God for seven days.”

Daily, except on the Sabbath, during 
the week-long Succot festival the 
observant Jew takes the “Arba 
Minim" (Four Species) of plants 
in his hands in fulfilment of the 
above Commandment, These: plants 
are the 

Φ Lulav — “palm fronds” 

e Etrog — “fruit of citrus 
trees” 

Badassim — “leafy branches” 
Aravot — “willows from the 
riverside” 

He and the members of his house- 
hold take the Four Species into 
the family Succa booth in the 
morning and, recite the required 
benedication. Then he carries them 
with him to the synagogue. At the 
appropriate times during the Halle! 
prayer, he waves the Four Species 
in all four directions and upwards 
and downwards, to indicate that 
God's glory fills the whole universe, 
Towards the close of the service, 
all the worshipper carrying the 
species go in a procession around 


the centre Bima of the synagogue 
and sing the “Hoshana” supplice- 
tions. 


(In some Greek communities, the 
Jews would even go in a procession 
to the synagogue with their Four 
Species. In Salonica, the Jews 
would carry the Four Species with 

-them during Succot even when 
going to visit friends!) nents 

In ancient Israel, when Succot 
(with Passover and Shavuot) was 
one of the three festivals on which 
a pilgrimage was made to the 
Temple in Jerusalem, the Four 
Special were ceremoniously carried 
around the Temple Compound in a 
colourful procession, 


Significant symbol 

The importance of the Four 
Species Commandment is under- 
geored by the early appearance of 
the Four Species as a significant 
Jewish symbol — virtually as 
significant 2s the seven-branched 
Menora (candelabrum). The Etrog 
and the Lulav to which are affixed 
the Hadassim and Aravot appear 
frequently as decorative religious 
motifs in floor mosaics “of synago- 
gues of late antiquity. They also 
appear on the so-called Jewish 
“gold-giasses.” The Four Species are 
especially to be found, interestingly 
enough, as a motif in sepulchral 
art, appearing on Jewish tombs 
dating from, the early Talmudic 
period. They are also a prominent 
motif on Jewish coins, notable on 
a coin from the Bar Kochba revolt. 
The second-century synagogue at 
Kfar Nahum (Capernaum) has a 
stone frieze with Etrogim forming 
the petals in a flower design. Often 
the Etrog and Lulavy appear flank- 
ing the Menora. 
The Midrash gives a number of

before his brothers. Alternatively, 
the Four Species represent the 
Four Matriarchs: Sarah, Rebecca, 
Rachel and Leah. 

Another Midrash has it that they 
represent the Samhedrin, the sages, 
the Disciples and the Scribes. Or 
they hint at the End of Days, 
hinting at the punishment of the 
wicked, the final War of Gog and |

Messiah.

The word "“hadar" is 
today used to refer to the citrus 
fruit, but the word also means 
beauty, majesty, grandeur. And 
the Sages say that all the Mitzevot 
should be performed in this manner, 
but especially that of the Four 
Species. “"The Lord's commands 
enlighten the eye’ — this is the 
Etrog," declares the Zohar. “A 
beautiful fruit of a beautiful tree,"

The Etrog container is usually 


about the size of a standard sugar gogue 


bowl. In fact, often a sugar bowl 
or candy dish of silver, wood, brass 
or crystal is used to hold the Etrog. 
Special inscriptions relating to the 
feétival, such as And you shall take 
the fruit of the Hadar tree,” serve 


-to readily identify the container as 


marked for sacral use. 

The finest and most prized 
containers are those peci: 
fically for the Etrog and, therefore, 
require no inscription to identity 
them. One lovely type of Etrog 
con! - which was crafted hy 
Central European silversmiths in the 
18th and 19th centuries is in the 
form of a large silver Etrog on a 
base, fashioned in hammered re- 
poussé, complete with true-to-life 
Etrog-like protrusions and identa- 
tions — and even with a pitum 
similar to the fruit it was designe 
to contain. 

In Russia and Germany an Htrog 
container was developed in the 18th 
century, which was copied in the 
18th contury, resembling ἃ hand- 
some silver pineapple resting on a 
tray. ; 

Eastern Europe was the source of 
a silver Etrog container fashioned 
to resemble a duck. 

A magnificent example of Jewish 
ceremonial art is a large, rectan- 
gular, silver Etrog container fashion- 
ed in Germany towards the close 
of the 9th century. Depicted 
around its sides are four scenes: 
Building the Succa — one Jew 
places the s’chach foliage covering 
atop the Succa, while another hands 
him a branch and a man, a woman 
and a child look on; the Lulav 
Procession — procession of con-

Dr. George M. Briggs, chairman 
of the University's Department of 
Nutritional Sciences, said mainutri- 
ton ts ἃ fact in the United States 
and shows up as physical deficien- 
cies,- mental problems, work loss, 
obesity, heart disease, dental decay 
and alcoholism. 

He spoke last week at a seminar 
for editors and writers sponsored 


by the Vitamin Information Bureau . .

The cost of malnutrition, he said, 
is greater than the cost of crime 


or automobile accidents or narcotics - 
idicti 


Dr. Briggs estimated the cost in 
California at $ billion dollars a year, 
and said the total for the nation 
might be 30 billion dollars, since 
California has 8, tenth of the popu- 
lation. 

He attributed malnutrition to po- 
verty, negative social and cultural 
practices such as vegetarianism and 
Macrobiotic diets, the fallure of the 
food industry to fortify foods ade- 
quately, lack of education, lack of 
motivation and the tack of nutrition 
education.

quiet after riot

ASHKELON. — Ashkelon prison 
was quiet again over the week- 
end following a three-hour riot 
staged by 480 terrorist prisoners 
on Thursday moon. 

A committee of inquiry is due 
this morning to dehver its report 
on the causes of the riot — and 
recommendations to prevent its re- 
currance to Prison Commis- 
sloner Arye Nir. The two-man com- 
mittee consists of Warden D. Za- 
mir, commandant of Kfar Yona 
prison, and Deputy Warden Disten- 
feld of Ramle prison. 

However, Nitzav Nir, speaking in 
ἃ radio and television interview on 
Friday night, was able to point to 
a number of factors which he felt 
contributed to tension and unrest 
among the prisoners. 

The facilities at Ashkelon prison 
were definitely not suitable for pri- 
soners serving long senteaces of 15 
years to life, he stressed. The only 
workshop facility was cutside the 
prison walls, and these could ac- 
commodate about half of the prison 
population of 500 men. 

This means that 250 to 300 in- 
mates spend about 28 hours a day 
in their cells. “This sort of situa- 
tion Is unhealthy -— for the pri- 
soners and for 0s — and contri- 
butes to the tension,” he said. 

Nitzav Nir noted the fact that 
aR of the prisoners who did not 
participate in the riot were em- 
ployed in the workshop. 

WORK POSTPONED 

This week an additional 100 in- 
mates were due to have begun 
working in odd jobs around the pri- 
but because of the riot this 
programme has been postponed un- 
til after the holidays. 

Another possibility was the trans- 
fer of some prisoners to Beersheba,

Explorers meet on 
Jerusalem area

The Judean Wikiness, Jericho 
Valley and the excavations around 
the Old City of Jerusalem will be 
the central themes at the 29th an- 
nual convention of the Israel Ex- 
Ploration Society, which opens at 
David's Tower in Jerusalem on 
Tuesday evening.

TREELETS were born to a mother 


of five Jate on Thursday night at 
the Kfar Saba hospital’s maternity 
ward.

He pointed out that the officer 
who was assaulted was extricated 
from the cell within a few minutes, 
thus preventing “a far more se- 
rious development.” The officer re- 
ceived blows on the face and hody, 
he said. 


EFFECTIVE SECURITY 

The fact that the entire rict was 
subdued within three hours was 
proof of the efficiency and effect- 
iveness of prison security. “One 
can never prevent disturbances al- 
together,” he said, “But you can be 
prepared to deal with them effect- 
ively when they do occur.” 

Nitzav Nir said there was no 
need to enact stronger prison regu- 
lations — the existing ones were 
effective enough and a tougher line 
would only create greater tension 
among the inmates. 

He added that the Arab terrorist 
prisoners had an agency that was 
looking after their rights — the In- 
ternational Red Cross. And, apart 
from a few miaor complaints, this 
body had yet to find serious fault 
with our treatment of these pri- 
soners.”

forgery — 


WASHINGTON {AP). — Former 
U.N. Ambassador Arthur Goldberg 
said on Friday that a forged letter 
represented to have been written by 
him to Israel Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban is being circulated and he has 
asked the Justice Department to 
investigate, 

Mr. Goldberg said the letter was 
called to his attentlon by Senator 
Hubert Humphrey, Democrat-Min- 
neapolis, who received it in the 
mail. 

The letter, dated April 16, 1968, 
when Mr. Goldberg was serving as 
U.S. Ambassador to the U.N., re- 
fers in vague terms to “our goal.” 
It mentions Dr. Henry Kissinger 
of Harvard, who is now White 
House national security affairs ad- 
viser. 

“This is a forgery,” Mr. Goldberg 
said. ‘It ‘s a scurrilous, spurious 
and scandalous document.” 

Mr, Goldberg refused to speculate 
on the meaning or intentions of the 
letter, but it appears to imply in 
very general terms some kind of 
collusion between Goldberg, Kissin- 
ger and the Israel Government over 
Middle East politics.

apply only to disputes concerning 
wages and fringe benefits; and that 
when extending the list of essential 
services the Government should not 
just consult with the Histadrut, but 
secure its prior consent. 

Also they suggest that a worker 
defying the strike ban should not 
lose 811 his immunities. He should 
be liable for breach of contract, but 
not for damages which his offence 
may have caused to his employer, 
nor should the representative work- 
ers' organization be liable in court. 

Official circles point out the “pa- 
tent absurdities" of these modifica- 
tlons. If the Histadrut is allowed 
to strike In breach of collective ag- 
reements, any representative orga- 
nization (such as the Medical As- 
sociation or the Teachers Associa- 
ton) must be entitled to the same 
right — which would encourage 
other workers’ organizations to se- 
cede from the MHistadrut, If the 
strike ‘ban applies only to disputes 
over wages and fringe benefits, then 
all strikes will be legal, because 
other claims are a front for wage 
demands.

Finally, they put in for the 
right to retire on pension early, as 
given to soldiers and policemen. 

These claims are being studied, 
but government spokesmen say 
their chances of being granted are 
ni.

Jerusalem civil 
servants unite 
to protest

A strong appeal for improvements 
in their status, wages, and work 
conditions was issued by an emer- 
gency meeting of 200 representa- 
tives of works committees of the 
civil servants in Jerusaiem. 

The representatives of the Capi- 
tal’s 13,000 civil servants held a 
stormy meeting at the Jerusalem 
Labour Council offices which lasted 
for over four and a half hours on 
Thursday night. 

Despite angry exchanges and vo- 
ciferous shouting, workers eventual- 
ly gave their unanimous backing to 
drafts’ of decisions and statementa 
which were presented at the end 
of the meeting. They declared that 
working conditions of civil servants 
are much worse than those of peo- 
ple in other public services and 
also decried the fact that the deva- 
luation and the , subsequent price 
rises had seriously affected the wage- 
earner and the civil servants. 

There was outright rejection of 
the proposed new Labour Law. The 
meeting called upon the Minister 
of Labour and the Government to 
drop the proposal because it would 
withdraw from the workers their 
elementary right to free negotila- 
tions. 

A further demand calied for the 
immediate cancellation of the deci- 
sion of the military court in the 
West Bank against the 26 customs 
workers who had ‘held a short sym- 
pathy strike backing the strikers 
in other parts of the country. — 

An urgent meeting of the Civil 
Servants Union executive was called 
for, and it was also decided to hold 
ἃ further meeting of the workers 
in Jerusalem to consolidate a uni- 
fled stand during the forthcoming

Israelis like 
medicines, says 
Kupat Holim man 


TEL AVIV. — Kupat Holim mem- 
bers — who constitute 72 per cen! 
of Israel's population —- consume 
over 600 million pills a year. This 
works out to the administration of 
more than one medication a day 
per member, Dr. Avraham Atzmon, 
head of Kupat Holim’s pharmaceu- 
tical division, stated in a radio in- 
terview on Friday night. 

The average Kupat Holm mem- 
ber uses 20 prescriptions a year, as 
compared to 13 per capita for Aus-~ 
tria, 12 for France, 4.7 for the U.S. 
and 3.5 for England. 

Dr. Fritz Dreifuss, head of the 
Department of Internal Medicine 
at Ichilov Hospital, warned of the 
dangers of the excessive consump- 
tion of medicines for every minor
